VENUE (Sections 508.010, 508.040 and 508.120) - This
provi sion requires that venue in all tort actions, including
torts for inproper healthcare but excluding suits agai nst notor
carriers, shall only be in county where cause of action accrued.
Resi dence for a corporation is either the county where the
regi stered agent is located, or if no such agent exists, then
Col e County. In suits against corporations, venue shall only be
in the county where the cause of action accrued or the county of
the corporation's residence. The act all ows any defendant to nove
for change of venue upon the adding of a new defendant if current
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venue woul d have been inappropriate if new def endant had
initially been named.

VENUE TRANSFER (Section 508.075) A court shall dismss or
transfer venue for a cause of action accruing outside the county
in which the court is located if there is another nmore conveni ent
venue. The determ nati on of convenience is based on a nunber of
factors, including: location of accrual of cause, |ocation of
fact witnesses and health care providers, and residence of the
parties. Anotion to transfer venue nmay be filed within 90 days
after answer is due. A party filing a case in a county where
none of the defendants reside or where cause accrued shall bear
the burden that the pending venue is nore convenient than a forum

OBJECTI ONS RAI SED BY MOTI ON (Section 509. 290) Adds
convenient forumto the |list of objections that may be rai sed by
noti on whet her or not such objection appears in the pleadings.

PUNI TI VE DAMAGES (Section 510.263) In tort actions,
including for inproper healthcare, the act allows discovery of
def endant's assets only after judge determnes that plaintiff has
a subm ssible case on punitive damages. |ncludes definition of
"punitive damages." Wth certain exceptions, punitive damages
are capped at the greater of $500,000 or five times the net
amount of the plaintiff's judgnent.

CLASS ACTI ON CERTI FI CATI ON (Section 512.020) Orders granting
or denying class certification shall be appeal able. The court of
appeal s nmust accept the appeal, but the circuit court or court of
appeals will have discretion on whether to stay proceedi ngs
pendi ng appeal .

ATTORNEY CONTI NGENCY FEES (Section 537.767) Limts
attorneys' contingency fees in all tort actions, other than
nedi cal nal practice, to 33%of the first $500, 000, 28% of the
next $500, 000 and 15% of all danages recovered in excess of $1
mllion.

DEFI NI TI ONS (Section 538.205) Adds long-termcare facilities
(conval escent, nursing and boardi ng hones) to definition of
"health care provider" as used in tort actions based on i nproper
health care. Modifies definition of "punitive damages" to
i ncl ude exenpl ary danmages and danages for aggravating
ci rcunst ances.

MEDI CAL MALPRACTI CE NONECONOM C DAMAGES CAP (Secti on
538.210) This provision renoves the words "per occurrence" to
ensure that there is a single cap, and not mnultiple caps per
inci dents of nedical mal practice as held by the court in Scott v.
SSM Heal thcare. Provides for a cap on noneconom c danages of

CAPS ON ATTORNEY CONTI NGENT FEES | N MED MAL CASES ( SECTI ON
538.224) Limts attorneys' contingency fees in nedica
nmal practice tort actions to 33%of the first $50, 000, 28% of the
next $50,000 and 15% of the next $500, 000 and 10% of any anount
exceedi ng $600,000. 1In no case shall an attorney collect fees,
charges, or other costs that in the aggregate total nore than 33%
of the total damages.

AFFIDAVIT OF MERIT (Section 538.225) This provision woul d
require (current lawis discretionary) a court to dismss any
nmedi cal mal practice claimfor which the plaintiff fails to file
an affidavit stating that he or she has obtained the witten
opi nion of a health care provider which states that the defendant
failed to use such care as a reasonably prudent and carefu
heal th care provider woul d have under simlar circunstances and
that such failure caused the plaintiff's danages. The act limts
extensions of time to file such affidavit to 90 days. The
provi sion also requires the expert to be licensed and actively
practicing in substantially the same specialty as the defendant.

BENEVOLENT CGESTURES (Section 538.227) This provision woul d
make statement, witings, or benevol ent gestures expressing
synpat hy or a general sense of benevol ence relating to the pain,
suffering, or death of a person involved in an acci dent
i nadm ssi ble as evidence in a civil action. Statenents of fault,
however, shall not be inadm ssible.

MEDI CAL MALPRACTI CE PUNI TI VE DAVAGES (Section 538.234) This
act limts punitive danages in nedical nal practice actions to
cases where the defendant's actions were due to evil notive or
reckl ess indifference. Punitive damages are capped at two tines
the total actual danages

QUALI TY ASSESSMENT RECORDS (Section 538.301) Prohibits
certain quality assessnent conmttee records, witten proceedi ngs
or docunents produced by or through the activities of any state
or federal agency from being subject to rel ease by subpoena or
ot her neans of conpul sion or admssible in certain civil,
crimnal and adm ni strative proceedings. Prohibits civil
liability for a person's act done in good faith as a nenber of a
qgual ity assessnent conmttee. Persons related to such conmmttees
cannot be conpelled to testify with respect to such records and
documents or actions taken by the commttee.

SEVERABI LI TY CLAUSE (Section 1) The act includes a
severability clause.

Such bonds are by their terms callable for paynent and
redenption in advance of their date of maturity and are duly
called for paynment and redenption; and

Such bonds are voluntarily surrendered by the hol der for
exchange for refundi ng bonds.

The comnmi ssioner may issue refunding bonds in the anmpount
sufficient to payoff and redeemthe bonds to be refunded, under
the sane ternms for the revenue bonds.
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REVENUE BONDS - FORM OF BONDS: The conmi ssioner shal
determ ne the formdetails and incidents of the bonds, within the
requi rements of this act.

New | anguage includes nurse
practitioners, physician's assistant, in-home services providers,

enpl oyees of area agenci es on agi ng (AAA) or organi zed AAA
programs, funeral directors, and enbal ners.

If a physician nmakes an initial report, then the Departnent
must maintain contact with the physician regarding the
i nvestigation. Wen a report of abuse or neglect of an in-hone
services client is received, the client's case manager must
i nvestigate and inmediately report the results to the Departnment
nurse. The Departnment may allow the provider's nurse to assist
the case manager (Section 660.300).

Section 660.300 requires |ocal area agencies on aging to
provide volunteer training to all nandated reporters regarding
t he detection and report of abuse and negl ect.

Section 660.300 allows adm nistrative penalties of up to
$1,000 per violation for the in-hone services provider if an
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enpl oyee is found guilty of a violation and the provider did not
report the abuse to the Departnent. Providers may seek

adm nistrative review of the decision and may appeal to the
circuit court. Violation is defined as a determi nation of guilt
by a court. The Departnment nust establish a quality assurance
and supervision process. The process nmust require randomvisits
to verify conpliance and the accuracy of records.

An in-hone services provider will be guilty of a class A
m sdenmeanor for knowi ngly enpl oying a person who refuses to
register with the Famly Care Safety Registry or who is listed on
any of the background check lists in the Registry (Section
660. 300) .

Once a client is assessed for |evel of care, the Departnent
nmust conduct a "Safe At Hone" eval uation. The evaluation too
shoul d be devel oped by rule. The plan of service for each client
shoul d be authorized by a nurse and the in-hone services provider
nurse may conduct the assessnent, if authorized by the
Department. O her departments may be consulted on a case-by-case
basis. Nurse visits shall be at least twice a year. The
Department may also refer any client to a nental health
professional, if necessary. Al clients will be advised of their
rights at the initial evaluation, including the right to call the
Department for any reason (Section 660.300).

Section 660.302 requires the Departnent to refer al
suspected cases of elder abuse to |law enforcenent to jointly
det ermi ne when protective services are needed. Both groups nust
require training regarding the handling of el der abuse cases and
nmust devel op a checklist for investigations.

M ssouri Sheriff's Association; two fromthe M ssouri Police
Chi ef's Associ ation; one |large market radi o broadcaster; one
smal | market radi o broadcaster; one television broadcaster; and
one representative fromeach Alert Mssouri region. Menbers
shall not be conpensated except for actual and necessary
expenses.

The regul atory i npact
report must be nade avail able to the public via posting on the
DNR website and in a newspaper of general circulation and DNR
nmust allow for and respond to comments fromthe public. The
Department is required to post all coments, both positive and
negative. The regulatory inpact report, testinony and conments
must be consi dered by the Departnent or the Conmmi ssion in
promul gating the regulation. The failure of the Departnent to
conduct the regulatory inpact report will be considered grounds
for vacating the regulation. The regulatory inpact report is
also required to be filed with the Joint Committee on
Administrative Rules at the tinme the proposed rules are filed
pursuant to Chapter 536, RSM.

A provision is included to allow for the pronul gati on of
regul ati ons wi thout conducting a regulatory inpact report if the
Director believes that the action is inmmediately necessary to
protect the public health and welfare. However, the Director
must justify these actions in witing and the Departnment woul d
then have the responsibility to conplete the risk assessnent and
cost-benefit analysis within 180 days of adopting the rule.

I n proceedi ngs chall engi ng rul es pronmul gated by the
Department of Natural Resources, hazardous WAste Managenent
Conmmi ssion, State Soil and Water Districts Comr ssion, Petrol eum
St orage Tank I nsurance Fund Board, Land Recl amati on Commi ssi on
Saf e Drinking Water Conmmi ssion, and Cl ean Water Conmi ssion the
burden of proof shifts to the departnent or comm ssion
promul gating the rule to prove that the rule is necessary to
prevent specific circunmstances of conditions causing harmto
human heal th, public welfare or the environnment.

The act requires the Departnment of Natural Resources,
Hazar dous Waste Managenent Comm ssion, State Soil and Water
Di stricts Comm ssion, Petrol eum Storage Tank | nsurance Fund
Board, Land Recl anmati on Comnri ssion, Safe Drinking Water
Commi ssion, Air Conservation Commi ssion and Cl ean Water
Conmi ssion to state specific reasons for denials of permits.

This act exenpts political subdivisions which use its own
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per sonnel and equi pnent or contract for the excavation to obtain
sand or gravel material for its own use and private individuals
who excavate for personal use fromthe requirenent that they
obtain a permt prior to conducting in-stream gravel operations.
The act al so exenpts individuals who mine less than 2,000 tons of
material annually. An operator shall provide an annual report to
DNR i ndi cati ng the tonnage and owner or |ocation of the
properties where the sand and gravel was renoved. However, DNR
may establish excavation standards for exenpt persons which are
not nmore stringent than those for permitted operators. If an
operator violates the standards DNR may then require that
operator to be permtted. The act also renoves the pernt fee
for those excavating |less than 5,000 tons of material annually.

This act extends the levy and collection of the hazardous
wast e managenment fee to January 1, 2010.

This act also pernmits Johnson County to hold an election to

i mpose a landfill fee for the benefit of the county. The fees,
whi ch may not exceed $1.50 per ton will be collected by the
[ andfill operation.

This act is simlar to SCS/SB 971 (2002) and contains
provisions from SB 546 (2003), SB 360 (2003), and SB 392 (2003).
